This is the first opportunity I have had to write in an official 
capacity about the Rocky Ridge Repeater Group. As | have 
attended meetings and read through the files, I have been struck 
with the magnitude of the effort required to provide a quality 
repeater system. This effort has been taken on by a very dedi- 
cated group of hams who spend many hours in your behalf. 
Please take the time to thank the out going officers and com- 
mittee members for their hard work: Please, also, consider 
volunteering to help with the effort. 


Diablo Communications 

There has been a lot of misinformation out on the air waves 
about the repeater situation. The following is a description of 
the facts as I know them (as of 25 January 1997). 

After many months of mixed signals, we received a letter 
from Diablo Communications in November stating that all the 
contracts with their amateur radio tenants would be canceled 
effective 31 December 1996. They also included a question- 
naire to be filled out. The Steering Committee completed and 
submitted our questionnaire by the December 6th deadline. All 
the other ham tenants currently on the hill also returned their 
questionnaires. At this point, we are having current discussions 
with Diablo Communications. They have, however, billed us 
for January at the old rate. We interpreted this as being on a 
month to month basis while we negotiate the new agreement. 

These are all the known facts in the case. Until we complete 
negotiations with Diablo Communications, we expect that all 
the current occupants on the hill will remain there on a month 
to month basis. We also expect that the antenna situation will 
not change until there is new agreement. Anything else that is 
heard is speculation and rumor and should be treated accord- 
ingly.

One comment I have heard was that there was not enough 
feed back from the people elected to run the repeater group.

operation. | will direct the questions to the people best able to 
answer them and publish their responses..

All 
questions must be signed. 


Informal but Unscientific Survey 

One frequent complaint heard is that with the antennas 
down, there are many dead spots for our repeaters. I would 
like to enlist all of you to help figure out where these dead 
spots are. 

Use your hand held to gauge the strength of the repeater’s 
signal. Using a rubber duck antenna, place the radio on the 
metal roof of a car (to provide a ground plane). Listen to the 
repeater and note the signal strength. Note your location (please 
be as specific as you can), and the number of bars on your 
meter. Send your report to brunk@ix.netcom.com or to Jim L. 
Brunk on the club’s BBS or drop it in the MDARC suggestion 
box. You are encouraged to report as many locations as you 
wish. 

The results will be plotted on a map and hopefully we can 
see where our signals go.

George, WB6OFH, reported that 141 
persons attended the holiday party. The an- 
nual picnic will be held on July 20 at Baldwin 
Park. Committee members will be needed. 
George also asked for input on whether to 
continue purchasing both doughnuts and ba- 
gels for the monthly meetings, as many have 
been left over. It was decided that he will pur- 
chase both, but decrease the number of 
doughnuts. George volunteered to continue 
as greeter and to assist with door prizes. 

Membership Chairman Dick, AA6DL, re- 
ported that 413 members have renewed for 
1997 and 217 of them have applied for mem- 
bership in Rocky Ridge Repeater Group, 43 
of whom are new members.

Meeting Minutes 
January 17, 1997 


The meeting was called to order at 8 p.m. 
by President Sam Lipson, KO6JR, who in- 
troduced guests and upgrades. Past President 
Larry Ganz, KB2GV gave two W6CX awards 
to members who were not available to receive 
them in December: Dick Tomsik, KJ6YE, and 
Jim Brunk, N6BHX. Paul Severns, KE6EYE, 
was presented with the Icom radio which was 
the grand prize at the holiday party. Larry 
then passed the President’s badge and gavel 
to Sam. 

Vice President Cal Groom, KE6OEH, re- 
ported upon his participation in flood relief 
in Guerneville and Marysville. Cal is very ac- 
tive with the Salvation Army, as well as ama- 
teur radio. Plans for this year’s programs are 
underway, and next month’s program will be 
given by organizers of the Baker to Vegas 
race. 

Treasurer Greg Estep, KE6VTA, reported 
a bank balance of $28,500, and all bills are 
current. 

Pres. Sam reported upcoming RACES 
training to be held on February 15, 8-12 a.m., 
at Station 31 in Danville. Basic RACES train- 
ing will be held in April, under the sponsor- 
ship of East County. 

Jim Brunk, N6BHX, reported that the 
Rocky Ridge Repeater Group held its first 
general meeting of 1997 this week. The re- 
peater situation has not changed—still await- 
ing approval of Diablo Communications to 
access the tower. 

Jim Wallace, WB6LQG, reported that the 
VE committee administered 809 elements last 
year, resulting in 509 new licensees. The hope 
is to double that figure for 1997. Tony 
Stanton, AC6GM, will begin holding upgrade 
classes on February 4 at Pleasant Hill Adult 
Center. 

Dick Schulze, AA6DL, reported a club 
membership of 632 at the end of 1996. Re- 
newals for 1997 currently stand at 436, and 
231 of those renewed with RRRG as well. 
There is a renewal deadline of February 1st 
for listing in the directory. 

There will now be a suggestion box at each 
monthly meeting. All comments are welcome 
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and will be given consideration. 

The Carrier is now available on the world- 
wide web. Notify Dick Schulze, AA6DL, if you 
would like to access the Carrier from the web, 
and he will remove your name from the mail- 
ing list. He will also send an e-mail when each 
new Carrier is available for access. 

Regarding refreshments, an attempt is 
being made to balance the number of bagels 
vs. doughnuts available at the general meet- 
ing. Next month there will be more dough- 
nuts and fewer bagels. 

Dick Brown, KT6X, reported that the 
message on the Designlink bulletin board re- 
garding no more free memberships does not 
apply to MDARC members. There is much 
good info on Designlink, including the Car- 
rier. 

Mike Patterson, KE6JGA, reported that 
public service events will be starting soon. One 
request has been received for assistance for a 
Fourth of July parade. 

Lauren Styles, WA6CIE, announced that 
plans are underway for field day, and our 
participation is listed in Mt. Diablo Magazine. 
Our club did exceptionally well last year, com- 
ing in 35th in the nation. 

The March meeting will be the auction. 

Ray Gaschk, W6FYA (note new call sign), 
reported on the status of book orders for li- 
braries and middle schools. He received a let- 
ter asking for more money. 

Pres. Sam said that volunteers are needed 
in all areas for which reports have been given, 
and members should see Greg Estep for name 
badges and patches. 

Regarding Pacificon, Jay Caldis, KT6Y, 
presented a check for $10,000 to Treasurer 
Greg, which was the income for Pacificon 
1996. Sylvia White, KC6YJV, will be looking 
for speakers for technical sessions for 
Pacificon 1997. 

The next MDARC board meeting will be 
held on Monday, February 10, 7:30 p.m. at 
Emil Villa’s on Willow Pass Road in Concord. 
Everyone is welcome. Revisions of the bylaws 
have been posted on the Designlink bulletin 
board, and will be discussed at the February 
10th board meeting and presented at the gen- 
eral meeting in April. 

Greg, KE6VTA, passed out copies of the 
1997 budget, which was approved as writ- 
ten. 

New members were introduced. 

The business portion of the meeting was 
adjourned. Members present: 101. 

Cal, KE6Q0EH, introduced the program, 
which was on public service. To begin the 
program, Lt. Gordon Meyers, Commander of 
the Richmond Corps of the Salvation Army, 
gave a brief description of Salvation Army 
involvement in the recent California flooding. 
Lt. Meyers is also anew member of MDARC, 
call sign KF6EUK. In addition to the many 
thousands of meals served by the Salvation 
Army, much benefit was gained from ham 
radio assistance, especially in times and places 
where cell phone communication was diffi- 
cult or impossible.

Sheriff’s radio team, National Traffic System, Skywarn, trail rides, 
parades and other areas. Whatever your interest may be, there is a 
need for you.

Traffic System); and Ruff Gunn (Coast Guard Auxiliary). Handouts were 
available for most of these areas. .

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Proposed Revision of the MDARC Bylaws 


The bylaws have been under revision since the middle of last year to make them current with the needs of the Club. We believe that we have come 
to concensus on the proposed revisions through open discussion at both Regular and Board meetings. Publication here is for the review of the 
membership. There will be a discussion of these proposed revisions at the April, 1997 regular Club meeting. Final approval of these revised 
bylaws is scheduled for the May, 1997 regular Club meeting. 


The following were approved for recommendation to the membership at the 21 February 1997 Board of Directors meeting by 7 to 0 vote. 


PREAMBLE: The object and purpose of the Mt. Diablo Amateur Radio club is to further the interest of Amateur radio and all those interested 
therein, to be of service to our community and country in times of need, to provide fellowship among our members, to promote harmony with all 
in our community, to maintain and develop strong leadership roles in amateur radio, to expand interest in communications technologies, to 
participate in education and public service, to promote amateur radio, to provide for growth of our hobby, and to increase friendship inside and 
outside the club. 


ARTICLE I - NAME AND OFFICERS 

Section 1. This organization shall be known as the “Mount Diablo Amateur Radio Club”, a non-profit California corporation. Its officers shall 
consist of a President, Vice President, Secretary and Treasurer. Ail terms of office shall be one year. Each officer shall hold a current United States 
amateur radio license. ‘ 


Section 2. Officers and directors shall be elected by ballot mailed to all members in good standing. Said ballots shall be tabulated at the regular 
November meeting. Newly elected officers and directors shall take office on the first of January. 


ARTICLE II - CLUB DUTIES AND/OR AUTHORITY 

Section 1. PRESIDENT 
1.1. Duties shall be to call and preside over all official meetings. 
1.2 Shall appoint all necessary committee chairs. 


Section 2. _ VICE PRESIDENT 
2.1 Duties shall be to assist the President in the discharge of the President’s duties and to preside in the President’s absence. 
2.2 Shall also be the program chairperson. 


Section 3. SECRETARY 
3.1 Shall record the minutes of all official meetings and maintain a record of each for inspection by Club members. 
3.2 Shall execute all necessary correspondence. 
3.3. Shall maintain all Club Historical records. 


Section 4. TREASURER 

4.1 Shall act as the Principal Financial Officer of the club; be custodian of all club funds; keep complete and accurate records of the 
receipt and disbursement of such funds. 

4.2 Shall maintain a true and complete account of all club assets and liabilities including capital items and prepare formal written 
reports as of June 30 and December 31. These reports shall be published in the Carrier. 

4.3 Shall report the financial condition of the club at each general membership meeting. 

4.4 Shall be responsible for the preparation of all necessary tax filings with city, county, state and federal juristictions for the Board of 
Directors. 

4.5 Shall preparefor Board of Director’s approval, an annual budget of income and expense of the club and its committees and 
groups. Shall arrange to have the budget published in the Carrier not later than the February issue. 


Section 5. EMERGENCY COORDINATOR 
5.1 Shall coordinate club activities with RACES/ARES officials. 
5.2 Shall maintain all records of information pertaining to those activities. 
5.3. The emergency Coordinator shall hold a United States amateur radio license and shall be elected from the membership. 


Section 6. BOARD OF DIRECTORS 

6.1. The board of directors shall consist of the officers, four directors, and the emergency coordinator, all of whom shall be voting 
members, and are expected to attend all Board meetings. 

6.2 Shall meet and conduct the general overall plan of club activities. Minutes of all general membership meetings and Board of 
Director’s meetings shall be published by the secretary in the Carrier. . 

6.3. Shall be empowered to authorize payment of any bills not exceeding $200 that are not an approved budget item and shall be 
one to authorize payment of increases in budgeted items that do not increase the value of the budgeted item by more than 

6.5 The Board of Directors may appoint a duly qualified regular club member to fill out the unexpired term of any office vacated by 
resignation, death or removal. 
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6.6 The four Directors shall be elected from United States licensed amateurs of the membership. Two shall be elected each even- 
numbered year, term of office to last two years. The second two directors to be elected in odd-numbered years for a two year 
period. 


ARTICLE III - MEETINGS 
Section 1. REGULAR MEETINGS 
1.1 Regular meetings shall be held on the third Friday of each month, or at other times, when called by the president or a majority of 
the membership. 


ARTICLE IV - MEMBERSHIP 
Section 1. _ REGULAR MEMBERSHIP 
1.1 Any person sincerely interested in Amateur Radio is eligible for membership regardless of race, creed, sex, or national origin. 
1.2 Membership may be revoked after a review by the Board of Directors and a majority vote of the membership for any of the 
following: a) Serious infraction of the Radio Laws, Regulations and Treaties of the United States of America. b) Non-payment of 
dues. c) Failure to abide by these by-laws. A member whose membership has been revoked may apply for reinstatement of 
membership not sooner than one year from the date of the revocation. 
1.4 Dues delinquent after January 31 automatically stand the member suspended. Reinstatement may be made upon payment of 
dues. A member in good standing shall be one whose membership has not been suspended nor revoked. 
1.5 Additional family members must reside at the same address and one copy of the Carrier will be mailed to that family address unless 
otherwise requested. 


ARTICLE V - FINANCE 
Section 1. FINANCE 

1.1 Any changes in the annual dues shall be voted upon by the Board of Directors and approved by a simple majority of the member- 
ship at a regular membership meeting. A proposal to revise the dues shall be published in the Carrier one month before a planned 
vote and the month of the planned vote. 

1.2 Club,expenses may be defrayed by dues, donation, auctions or benefit, but not by assessment. 

1.3. All authorized checks shall be signed by the Treasurer, or any other officers designated by the Board of Directors. 

1.4 Motions to expend non-budgeted club funds shall normally be presented to the Board of Directors prior to presentation to the 
membership at a regular meeting. Motions made at a regular membership meeting to expend funds not included in the budget 
shall not be acted upon at that meeting. Authorization to spend the proposed money shall be referred to the Board of Directors 
and no expenditure shall be made without their affirmative vote. 


ARTICLE VI - NOMINATING COMMITTEE 
Section 1. _ NOMINATING COMMITTEE 
1.1 The nominating committee shall consist of three members appointed no later than the August Club meeting by the President. 
1.2 It shall be the duty of the Nominating Committee a)to procure candidates for each office, b)to qualify nominated members as to 
membership and willingness to accept the nomination, c)to receive and tabulate ballots. 
1.3 Nominations in all forms to shall be presented at the September meeting. Any UnitedStates licensed member may be proposed for 
nomination from the floor at the September meeting. The nominees’ names shall be published in the October and November 
Carriers. 
1.4 Ballots shall be mailed in the month of November. Voting may be by mail, with receipt required at the Club’s post office box prior 
to the November meeting, or in person at the November meeting. A teller’s committee shall be appointed by the President and 
the results of the election shall be announced at the November meeting. 


ARTICLE VII - BY-LAWS REVISION 
Section 1. REVISION 
1.1 An amendment to the by-laws may be initiated by the Board of Directors or by written request to the Board of Directors signed by 
five members of the club. In order to be effective the proposed amendment shall be presented to the Board of Directors, published 
in the Carrier, and approved by two-thirds of the members present at the next regular membership meeting following such 
publication. 


ARTICLE VIII - PUBLICATION 
Section 1. PUBLICATION 
1.1 There shall be an official publication maintained by the Mt. Diablo Amateur Radio Club in the form of a newsletter 
to be published monthly and called the “Carrier”. The editor and staff shall be apppointed by the board. 
1.2 The financing of the Carrier shall be from the club’s treasury.
